MATTEK OP WATER 


Conncil Committee Will Pre­ 
sent Its Report. 


TO BETTER THE SERVICE 


It is Said the Keport Wiil Be Ucaui- 
mons—Some ot Its Several 


ProvisioDS. 


The 
committee 
consisting 
of 
Aldermen F. M. Fulkerson, H, W . 
Meuschke and W . J. Letts, which 
was 
appointed by Mayor J. L. 
Babcock at the last session of the 
city council to make recommenda­ 
tions concerning the water ques­ 
tion, wiil present their report Mon­ 
day night. 
It is probable that the report 
will be unanimous, though it is un­ 
derstood that the members of the 
committee failed to agree on several 
points 
at 
first. 
The 
differences 
have been settled and unless some­ 
thing happens between now and 
Monday, all will be harmonious. 
The city council will either reject 
or accept the recommendations. 
The committee took into consid­ 
eration 
the 
following points 
in 
making 
their report: 
Filtering, 
supply, rate, pressure and size of 
the mains. 
It is said that the committee will 
recommend the construction of the 
Lake Tebo pipe line, the reduction 
of rates, enlarging the mains if it 
be found that they are not sufli- 
ciently large, maintenance of a suf­ 
ficient fire pressure and filtering of 
the water. 
The committee, it is understood, 
took the position that the water 
company has practically forfeited 
its franchise by not living up to 
the provisions of the contract, and 
under those circumstances consider 
that the council has the right to 
dictate terms. 
If the water company should re­ 
fuse to accept the terms, which the 
committee hope to make reasona­ 
ble enough, the matter will prob­ 
ably be taken to court and the 
franchise taken away if possible. 
Dr. Fulkerson, chairman of the 
water committee, openly expressed 
himself in council meeting as fa­ 
voring the construction of the Lake 
Tebo pipe line, but one member 
of the committee had another idea 
as to the source of supply, and con­ 
siderable difficulty was anticipated 
in presenting a unanimous report. 
The committee will recommend 
that whatever contract is drawn 
up it must be submitted to the peo­ 
ple for ratification.

The p u p il - were u su ally neat in 
ap p earance,

resp ectfu l: 
the most of them were energetic ; 
only a few needed to be u rged to 
stu dy . 
The p u p ils were generally p u nc­ 
tu al at the op ening of school; only 
twenty -iou r tardies occu rred du ring 
the term. 
Reading, writing and arithme­ 
tic was the work sp ecialized, and 
also written work. 
Good was accomp lished in dis­ 
cip line, and the p u p ils now realize 
the great imp ortance of sy stem and 
order in the school room. 
The work was p leasant throu gh­ 
ou t. 
The interest of the p atrons 
and p eop le was shown by their 
visits and many inqu iries.
